Reason for allowance 

Claims 52 and 58-69 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reason for allowance: 

Claim 52, none of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed 
Method for creating an emitter having a cathode emission surface having the steps of 
creating the electronic lens structure includes a spacer layer and etching the protective 
layer to expose the cathode emission surface wherein the spacer layer etch rate and the 
protective layer etch rate have an etch selectivity greater than or equal to about 10: 1 and 
among other steps/limitation as claimed in independent claim 1. 
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For set of claims 58-61, none of the references of record teaches or suggests the 
claimed Method for creating an emitter having a cathode emission surface having the 
steps of creating the electron lens on the protective layer with a layer of 
tetraethylorthosilicate (TEOS), silicon oxides, silicon nitrides, or combinations thereof 
and among other steps/limitation as claimed in independent claim 58 

For Set of Claims 62- 69, none of the references of record teaches or suggests the 
claimed Method for creating an emitter having a cathode emission surface having the 
steps of creating an opening between the second conductive layer and the second 
protective layer; etching the second protective layer to the first conductive layer; etching 
the first conductive and among other steps/limitation as claimed in independent claim 62
